Social  Conditions  and  Chief  Occupations. 

The  Eastern  portion  of  the  District  comprising  the 
Parishes-of  Verwood,  West  Parley,  Hampreston,  Colehill  and 
Corfe  Mullen  is  fast  developing  as  a  residential  area.  The 
remainder  of  the  district  is  almost  wholly  agricultural. 
Dairy  Farms  are  numerous,  some  of  them  large,  supplying 
not  only  the  District  but  sending  large  quantities  of  milk  to 
Bournemouth  Southampton  and  London.  The  only  factories 
or  works  in  the  District  are  a  large  paper  mill  at  Witchampton 
and  a  dairy  and  cheese  factory  at  Sturminster  Marshall  and 
brickworks  at  Alderholt,  Verwood,  Hampreston  and  Corfe 
Mullen. 

A  considerable  area  of  the  District  consists  of  pine  woods, 
common  lands  and  downs.  Private  Estates  are  situated 
within  the  District  and  embrace  practically  the  whole  of 
several  Parishes.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

W  ater. 

The  supply  at  Verwood  has  again  proved  adequate  to 
meet  the  growing  needs  of  the  Parish.  During  December 
evidence  of  contamination  was  discovered  and  the  necessary 
steps  taken  to  overcome  the  difficulty  including  sterilization 
of  reservoir,  intakes  and  new  pipe  lines.  Subsequent 
analyses  of  the  supply  showed  that  the  contamination  had 
been  eliminated. 

The  scheme  for  Cranborne  was  put  into  operation  on 
24th  October,  1938.  The  supply  has  proved  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

.Analyses  have  been  made  of  public  supplies,  the 
majority  of  which  were  reported  upon  as  being  free  from 
contamination.  Two  exceptions  were  the  public  supplies  at 
Hinton  Martell  and  Witch ampton.  Communications  were 
addressed  to  the  owners  of  these  two  supplies  intimating 
that  adverse  reports  on  the  quality  of  the  water  had  been 
received  and  asking  them  to  take  all  possible  steps  to  effect 
improvement.  Consumers  were  also  advised  as  to  the 
necessity  of  boiling  all  water. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  progress  has  been  made  in  abating  the  unsatisfactory 
conditions  at  Cranborne,  Colehill,  Hampreston  and  West 
Parley,  although  it  is  hoped  that  a  decision  regarding  the 
latter  parishes  will  be  reached  early  in  the  New  Year. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

In  parishes  where  a  piped  water  supply  is  available  a 
large  number  of  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  main  and 
wherever  possible  water  carriage  drainage  systems  have  been 
installed.  It  should  be  noted  that  with  the  provision  of  a 
piped  water  supply  the  need  for  main  drainage  in  closely 
built  up  areas  becomes  more  imperative. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  position  remains  unchanged  as  regards  the 
acquisition  of  a  suitable  site  for  disposal  plant. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

Complaints  made  are  still  in  respect  of  difficulties  with 
drainage  and  nuisance  arising  from  the  occupation  of  land 
as  gipsy  encampments.  Main  drainage  when  provided  will 
obviate  the  former  but  action  in  regard  to  gipsy  encamp¬ 
ments  is  still  difficult.  It  was  hoped  that  the  action  taken 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  relating  to  camping 
without  licences  would  help  matters  considerably  but  apart 
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from  obtaining  convictions  in  every  case  and  the  temporary 
departure  of  some  of  those  proceeded  against,  very  little 
improvement  has  been  effected.

The  details  relating  to  overcrowding  include  the  families 
of  gipsies  living  in  the  Parish  of  West  Parley.  Action  was 
taken  against  the  owners  on  whose  land  the  structures  are 
erected  and  a  fine  and  daily  penalty  imposed  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Action  in  respect  of  unfit  cottage  property  is  still  being 
continued  and  where  such  action  involves  re-conditioning 
or  re-construction  the  advantages  of  the  Housing  (Rural 
Workers)  Acts  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  owners.  The 
reason  that  assistance  under  this  Act  has  not  been  more  ex¬ 
tensively  used  is  that  in  the  majority  of  cases  property 
owners  prefer  to  agree  to  demolition  rather  than  spend  on 
re-conditioning  and  then  be  restricted  under  the  Act  to  a 
rent  considerably  below  the  average  of  similar  properties  in 
the  area.  In  the  majority  of  cases  where  an  owner  has 
availed  himself  of  the  assistance  under  the  Act  the  properties 
have  been  “  tied  ”  cottages  which  were  essential  let  with  a 
farm. 

The  Council  has  erected  18  cottages  during  the  3^ear  in 
various  parishes  to  meet  the  demand  for  replacement  or 
additional  houses.  30  are  in  course  of  erection  and  will 
shortty  be  completed. 

Plans  and  New  Buildings. 

During  the  year  227  plans  were  deposited  relating  to: — 
65  dwelling-houses. 

93  bungalows. 

77  alterations  and  additions. 

70  shops  and  garages,  etc. 

109  new  dwelling-houses  were  completed  during  the  year. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

The  gradual  improvement  of  Cow\shed  and  Dairy 
premises  is  still  being  pursued  and  some  of  the  worst  pro¬ 
perties  in  the  area  have  now  been  properly  reconditioned. 
Although  progress  is  slow  and  acceleration  might  be  wished 
for,  it  is  thought  more  desirable  to  pursue  a  gradual  and 
informal  policy.  With  the  opening  of  the  new  County 
Laboratory  at  the  end  of  the  year,  it  is  understood  that 
facilities  are  now  available  for  the  examination  of  samples 
of  milk  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  scheme  of  routine  exam¬ 
inations  of  milk  supplies  (particularly  ungraded  milk)  will 
shortly  be  formulated.
